606, subclass 191. 

II. Claims 26-29, drawn to a method of operating an inflation apparatus, classified in 
class 606, subclass 194. 

III. Claims 30-31, drawn to method of packaging a device, classified in class 8 1 , 
subclass 8.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case alternate methods 
could be performed with the device of group I. For example, the guidewire could be sealed with 
a cauterizing (cutting and melting) shear. 

Inventions I and II, and II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case the different inventions are not useful together and have different functions.
